While torrential rains fell In Dallas'and to the north of Dallas, 


Sleet and snow fell In the Panhandle and South Pains and North 
Texas as a bitter cold wave moved southward over the state. 


A. M. Hamrlck said the East Fork of the Trinity would go out 


of Its banks this afternoon, and that "there will be considerable 
flooding on the main stem of the Trinity, below Dallas." 


.Over much of the Panhandle, South Plains and North 
Texas,
